Rotary mower blade should be 
just sharp enough to cut, rather 
than knock over, the grass; but 
fiot sharp enough to make a clean 
cut. The stubble should have a 
frazzled appearance. 

The stem of the cut material, for 
the most part, will be ripped open. 
The leaves are shredded somewhat:

contrast, insect damage is esti- 
mated at around $56 million each 
year. 

To cut, the cost of weeds in your 
crop you can (1) use good mechan- 
ical methods of weed control and 
good cropping practices, or (2) ap- 
ply herbicides. The latter is a com- 
paratively new practice in Florida. 

A 1955 survey by- the USDA 
showed that one out of every 10 
acres of crop land in the United 
States was treated with some her- 
bicide. But in Florida, probably 
only one out of every 1,000 acres 
was so treated.

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Atomic Research 
At State Schools - 
To Cost Millions 


TALLAHASSEE—Florida’s uni- 
versities took a look into.. their 
atomic futures this week and came 
up with some interesting, but ex- 
pensive, predictions. 

In fact one school, The Univer- 
sity of Florida, submitted a tenta- 
tive budget over 2 millicn dollars 
more than all three institutions 
could expect for the 1959-61 bien- 
nium. 

There has been no final actior. 
however on any budget figures 
and the schools have about a year 
to get their proposals into shape. 

Legislators informed the Board 
of Control that they could expect f 
no more for the next biennium 
than the ‘$5,200,000 they were} 
given this biennium for the univer- 
sity nyeler A PLES TE But_ the 
same amounts dont have to go to 
the same schools. 

In -effect the Legislature could 
cut one school’s appropriation in| 
half and give it to the other two, 
or any other combination it want- | 
ed according to the schools’ necds. 

All three institutions have pret- 
ty definite programs in/mind for 
the next biennium, 

The University of Florida would 
like to spend $63,000 for its nuclear 
library, $4,113,330 for atomic en- 
gineering, (including $2,500,000 for 
a reactor), $1,526,300 gor physics 
research, $714,600 for atomic 
chemistry, $80,500 for radiation bi- 
ology, $416,900 for atomic “medi- 
cine and $481,400 for nuclear agri- | 
cultural. research. 

Florida State will want more 
money too. A look at its require- 
ments for the 1959-61 biennium 
shows needs for new buildings,

fields. 

The biology department wants 
$165,000 for building and equip- 
ping a nuclear biology addition te 
the present biological department 
wlil need an additional $230,000 for 
a magnetic switching system for 
the tandem: Yan deGraaff atomic 
accelerator bought this year for 
$962,000. 

The geology department needs 
funds to purchase a seismograph 
to “monitor the occurance of nu- 
clear explosions throughout the 
woldr,” the chemistry labs will oc- 
casionally need new equipment and 
the food nutrition department said 
funds will be needed to pay the 
salaries of additional reseercl as- 
sistants. 

Florida Agricultural and Mce- 
chanical University, which got the 
smallest appropriation this bien- 
nium, $65000, will expand its pro- 
gram slowly. The Negro university 
offers no graduate or major tours- 
es in physics which rather limits 
its neetis at the moment. 

Tentative plans for the future 
call for a major course in physics, 
wit htraining in preparation to ob- 
taining a .cobalt-60 radiation 
source, $4,000 to equip a physical 
science shop, $3,500 to equip a lab- 
oratory for “microcurie” measures 
of radioactivity, and funds to pur- 
chase a cobalt-60 source, a pickel- 
barrel reactor,, and photographic 
equipment for radio-autography.

Researchers Perry W. Gilbert 
and F. G. Wood, Jr. of Cornell 
university and the . Marineland, 
Fla., research laboratory, reported 
they had successfully developed 
such a sneaky technique to capture 
sharks, and rays for use in-scien- 
tific studies of such things as mat- 
ing behavior.

for a methan-sulfonate compound)
